He bas 
probably received $100 from the State for 
every dollar he has paid to the State, 
either directly or indirectly, in the form of 


His profession of a desire for “strict 
economy” in State government is admi- 
rable. But it is weakened by the stipula- 
tion that, notwithstanding the present 
treasury surplus, there must be an “eleva- 
tion” of the State taxation system, begin- 
ning with a new gasoline tax. Apparently, 
the first offensive of the tax consumers 
will be against the 2,000,000 motor car 
owners, or part owners, of the State. 

Some of the things the Governor said 
| about the State highway system will meet 
with general approval in Southern Call- 
fornia. He advocates a plan under which 
the money should be equally allocated be- 
tween the two parts of the State. But he 
adds that there will be no money avail- 
able for highway extension. The system 
must remain at the statu quo ante of the 
Richardson administration. 

But the message is unmistakably that of 
a theorist; and honestly intended theorists 
have done a vast harm to peoples through 
meddling with governmental institutions 
during the last half century. The expert 
ments that have succeeded are few and 


have failed have brought hundreds of mil- 
lions to poverty and distress, and have at 
times shaken the foundations of our civil- 
ization. 

If government could’ be put into the ga 
rage, like motor cars, for repairs, some 
of the experiments might not prove 80 
disastrous. But the government institu- 
tions must be kept on the road all the 
time, and the repairs must be made while 
the machine is running. That is why revo- 
lutionary changes almost invariably cause 
wrecks. To succeed, the so-called reforma 
must be moderate and must be applied 

When the Governor says “We are pot 
afraid to be progressive, and by this I 
mean we are not afraid to try new things 
which appeal to us as sane and reasonable” 
he gives a free translation to what Lenin 
said when he assumed power after the 
overthrow of the Kerensky government in 
Russia. 


Things which appeal as “sane and rea- 
sonable” to a theorist almost invariably 
prove to be unworkable when put into 


— 


actual practice. We trust that the Governor 


will make haste slowly, that he will not 
seek to translate us into a theorist’s para- 
dise overnight. California is now ex- 
ceptionally prosperous. No people under 
any governmental institutions are doing 
better than we right here in California un- 
der the laws and institutions which we 
have. 

The Governor would do well to go back 
to his Aesop and read how, in grasping at 
the shadow, one loses the substance. Al. 
so, the people will do well to reserve their 
judgment until they see something of the 
actual functioning of the new administra- 
tion. Under somewhat similar conditions 
Lincoln once said, “These people ask you 
to judge them by their professions, but 
I admonish you to judge them by their 
practices.” 


QUOTABLE PRESIDENT | 

Although he veils some of his view 
on important problems about which he does 
not wish to seem oracular, as coming from 
the pseudonymic “White House spokes- 
man” President Coolidge comes out with 
forthright utterances on occasion, and 
there is such point and originality in them 
at times that he is gaining quite a reputa- 
tion as a phrase-maker. 

One does not easily forget his dictum, 
“The road to freedom Hes through a knowl- 
edge of the truth,” or the generous one 
with reference to our enemies of the World 
War—"“We must liquidate our hatreds.” In 
referring to bis policy of economy recently 
he hit tho nail squarely on the head when 
‘he said: “Nothing is easier than the er- 
penditure of public money.

SPEEDY NONAGENARIAN : 
Taking Edison to task for his attack 
on New York skyscrapers as a great factor 
in traffic congestion, Chauncey M. Depew 
says that traffic would clear itself to a cer- 
tain extent if motor vehicles were permit- 
ted to move faster. Mr. Depew is for more 
speed all along the line. Long waits at 
street crossings irritate him. Nor has he 
any patience with plodders or people who 
ask for more leisure: The five-day week, 
he says, is not feasible, as “time is too 
valuable to obliterate one-sixth of it in 
order to do good for the other five-sixths 
or, in other words, of loafing an extra day.” 
It is refreshing to note these views as 
coming from a man of 98. The older they 
are the slower, as a rule, and the less 
given to encouraging speed in others. But, 
while Mr. Depew says that to speed up 
traffic might improve conditions in New 
York, he does not agree with Sir Alan 
Cobham, the English aviator, that “every 
Tom, Dick and Harry will soon have a 
speedy flying machine.” The former Sen- 
ator says he does not believe it possible 
to do away with the perils of the air. He 
does not believe that people will be born 
with “fearless psychologies for flying,” nor 
does he expect airplanes to compete mate- 
rially with land and water carriers. 


Many will readily agree with another idea 
of Mr. Depew’s that speed in the progress 
of indugtrial: and cultural affairs is more 
important than an increased rate of physi- 
cal motion. As far as the American peo- 
ple are concerned their adaptability to con- 
ditions, farorable or adverse, affords them 


ress. Americans, Mr. Depew says, adapt 
themselves to anything that may happen. 
The Santa Barbara temblor, he points out, 
was followed by a real estate boom. 
“That,” he says, “is American.” 

So it is, and it is quite American to be 
imbued with a spirit of speed which in- 
fects all ages up to 93 and makes them 
chafe at a boulevard stop. But boulevard 
stops must be observed and so must all 
other signals of caution. 


ATHTUBS 
The first bathtub in America was built 
in Cincinnati Adam Thompson visited 
Lord Russel, the inventor of the bathtub, 
in Europe and then returned to his native 
city and installed a tank on the roof of his 
house with a pipe running down to a szinc- 
lined mahogany trough in one of his bed- 
rooms. Thus was America’s first bathtub 
born. 
It created considerable excitement. Nat- 
urally there were some who viewed the 
innovation with alarm. Too much cleanli- 
ness might wreck the health of the people. 
Pennsylvania end Virginia passed laws 
against the new-fangled thing. Thus do

quite universal use through the martyr- 
dom of the first representatives. The blood 
of the bathtub became the seed of “every 
room with a bath.”

We should use discrimination in what we 
scrap of the good old days. There are 
sanctities which no iconoclast should touch 
with his Itching fingers. 

But when it comes to bathtubs, where is 
the man who will shut up his mind and 
his bedroom and re to have modern 
appliances. In all this modernism and fun- 
damentalism the larger question is, what 
keeps us the cleaner in mind and body? 
It is a question of discernment and sani- 
tation. ‘ 

It is also quite evident that legislatures, 
endowed with superior wisdom, may make 
a mistake and pass laws against ideas fun- 
damentally right. Cleanliness is yet next 
to godliness. No microbes should be al- 
lowed to set up housekeeping either in our 
brains or bodies.

Louis Dan Descendant of Old Santa 


Pico Families, Dies at Ventura 


VENTURA, Jan. 5—Louis A. M. Ortega, member of one of the oldest 
pioneer Spanish families in California and a resident of Ventura for many 
years, died during the night at his home here at the age of 71 years. He 
hed been in ill health for more than a year, but his death came unex- 


He was given instruction in his 
boyhood in the Santa Ynez Mission 
by the Franciscan fathers, and later 
attended college in Santa Barbara, 

While a young man, Mr. Ortega 
was a musician of note and in the 
early days he was a member of the 
orchestras of the old Lobero Theater 
in Santa Barbara and the Arlington 
Hotel, when it was first established. 

In later years, when he came to 
Ventura, he Worked as a printer on 
one of the early newspapers here 
and, afterward, served two terms as 
— of the peace of Ventura town- 

ship. 
For the past thirty years he had 
been connected prominently with pro- 
ceedings at the Courthouse, acting 
generally in 8 . of court

Mr. ‘s mother was a Pico, @ 
direct descendant of Pio Pico, first 
Governor of California, and among 
Mr. Ortega's fons are old 
Spanish antiques, including books 
published in Spain in the sixteenth 
century, which were handed down 
— the old Pico and Ortega fam- 

es. 

As a young man, when the Ortega 
family owned two large ranches in 
Santa Barbara county, Mr. Ortega and 
several employees on the ranch drove 
1500 head of horses and mules from 
the ranch to Salt Lake City for sale
